The Hawkeye was in need of 
a city editor; and the business mana- 
ger of that paper insisted that what

and soul above police court and local 
railroad news, and so it came about 
that Mr. Burdette, a young man then 
(for that was around forty years 
ago,) was engaged. He came with a 
contract, which was a thing unusual 
in those days, and by the terms of 
that contract he had a sway over his 
department that was freer than that 
of any other city editor in all 


region, 
There is a story, pleasant to hear 
and possibly true in some degree, that 
Mr. Burdette’s drift into professional 
humor followed naturally upon his 
efforts to beguitle the tedious hours of 
his young invalid wife. She was sore- 
ly afflicted with a prostrating malady 
that finally laid her a helpless crip- 
ple, and her sufferings were severe, 
but patiently and wonderfully en- 
dured. Her husband, the story goes, 
endeavored to lighten her 

hours by bringing home with him at 
noon and evening some funny story. 
There is no difficulty in believing that 
these. anecdotes, personal and fanci- 
ful, were amusing; at any rate it is 
Mrs. Burdette enjoyed 
them, and at length began to urge
